TO BE; CREATED 


The din-ctors of the Wisconsin 


Valley Improvement company, at a 
meeting held 
Saturday afternoon 


in 
Wausau, decided 
to purchase 


the necessary lands, consisting of 
about -1,000 acres in the norlhwcst- 
tern part of Lincoln county, for the 
purpo.se of developing a storage re- 
servoir by buil.ling a dam across 
the mouth of Spirit river sS Toma- 
hawk. The dam will be located in 
Section 9, Township 31, Range fi 
and will be sixteen feet in heigh!. 
It will be constructed of concrete 
and stone and will have a retaining 
wall on the north. 


A fifteen foot head of water can 


be raised by the proposed improve- 
ment, the reservoir extending west 
to Section 8, Town 34,- Range 5, or 
a total length of six miles. 
The 


width of the reservoir will vary 
from several hundred feet to near- 
ly a mile. The capacity of the re- 
servoir will be 572,OS3,000 cubic 
feet. The present capacity of all the 
reservoirs of this company on the 
Wisconsin river is five billion cubic 
feet. Few of the reservoirs can be 
filled as quickly or to their ultim- 
ate capacity so readily as the pro- 
posed one and it is estimated that
